It is best to apply by rubbing 
against the hair growth.  Give special attention to the legs, shoulders, shanks, neck, and facial areas where 
flies are most often seen. 
 
Only a light application [of this product] is required.  Avoid using an excessive amount on your horses.  Do 
not wet skin. 
 
After application, brush out thoroughly to bring out bright sheen on the coat.  Repeat daily as required. 
 
For Use as a Spray:  [This product] may be applied as a fine mist spray to stable area and over and around 
stabled horses for fast paralysis and kill of flies.  Do not wet horse’s skin or exceed 2 oz. per application.
